REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on page 6 that the Examiner 
cannot equate a ROM to a hard drive since a hard drive can store a write strategy outside of the optical drive for use in other optical 
drives. Examiner maintains the rejection for the reasons discussed in the prior Final Office Action. Further, the Examiner asserts that any 
information stored on a ROM in one drive can easily be used to determine or copy information on to a second drive. Examiner submits 
that the ROM is still equal to a hard drive in this instance since Applicant cannot provide a reason for why a hard drive can overcome a 
specific problem or serve a specific purpose that the ROM (also beign a non-volatile form of memory) cannot. 

Applicant also argues on pages 6-7 that the Masaki reference fail to disclose 'distributed locations' as recited in claims 1,10, and 18 since 
Masaki claims that the testing areas are 'independently tested' (4:64). Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner submits that since this 
test writing is performed for the entirety of the disc (4:65), that the test writing, averaging, and write stratedgy formulation as present in the 
current application is covered by the subject matter disclosed in the Masaki reference as discussed in the prior Final Office action, mailed 
on 7/1 1/2007. Furthermore, Examiner, without agreeing or disagreeing with any statements made by Applicant in the Remarks submitted 
on 7/30/2007, asserts that the claims as presented in their current form can be read upon by devices which run independent zone testing 
since testing is performed multiple times and everaged before a write stratedgy is formulated in instances of zoned writing and entire disc 
writing. 
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
